A S ta rtlin g C o n fessio n —H e Says a t lim e s 
H e is N o t R esp o n sib le. 
B essem er (Mich.), Novi m b e r 14th.—Eei- 
m uud Holzhay (Black Bart) is on trial lor 
the m urder oi banker Fieischbein. of Belle­ 
ville, 111., and for the robbery of the Goge­ 
bic stage. 
H olzhay says he worked on the Oconto 
river for th re e years, and then, desiriD g a 
change, w en t to Portland, Or., for a short 
time. 
He then went up to the Puget 
Sound country, where he w o rk ed in a mill 
for five m onths. H e also spent eight weeks 
in riding about the country, and was in 
the West altogether about eight m onths. 
W hile in W ashington Territory, Holzhay 
said he was injured by his horse falling 
upon him , and that he laid unconscious 
for some tim e afterwards, and that while 
his health previous to this accident had 
been good, since then it had been bad. 
H e could not describe just how it affected 
him , but it aliected his whole system, and 
particularly his head. 
Ordinarily he felt 
quite good, bnt these bad spells would 
come over him and would last probably a 
day, sometimes more. 
H e said that during 
these spells he felt strange, but could not 
describe his feelings. 
During such spells his actions, and any 
incident or occurrence taking place at such 
times, were all blank afterward. H e had 
several of these spells since his capture, 
and probably had a dozen or more since 
he was injured. 
Holzhay said he remembered the day he 
wss arrested, and who arrested him . H e 
could not tell why he was held up. 
He 
says he does not remember who was in the 
stage. 
He did not remember seeing either 
Fieischbein or the driver, and failed to 
identify the watch and pocket-book said to 
belong to Fieischbein. 
H e claimed he had 
never seen Fleischbein’s nam e on tbe 
pocket-book until his attention was di­ 
rected to it by Howell. 
The 
attorney flustered the prisoner 
som ewhat when he said : 
“ W hy did you 
carry two guns, knowing you were liable 
to have one of these spells at any time and 
shoot som ebody?” 
Holzhay seemed somewhat confused by 
the directness of the question, but replied : 
"I carried revolvers to protect myself from 
the wild anim als in the woods and did not 
like to leave them anywhere, as I m ight 
not find them again.” 
Holzhay was the only witness called for 
the defense. 
When he had concluded tlie 
defense rested. 


E P ID E M IC O F R A B IE S. 


A R e ig n o f T error in th e W estern P o r­ 
tio n o f M issou ri. 


K ansas Cit y (M o.), November 14th.—In 
Saline county, Mo., there is what might be 
called an epidemic of hydrophobia. 
The 
m atter has become so alarm ing that a 
reign of terror prevails. 
Three or four 
weeks ago a mad dog ran through tbe 
county, biting hum an beines and brutes. 
Three people were bitten by the first dog 
and niue more were bitten by other dogs 
that afterward took the disease. Of these 
people two have died in the agonies of hy­ 
drophobia, while the others live in constant 
terror of their lives. 
A little 5-year-old boy was the first to 
succumb, and then M annie McMillan, a 
young m an, died. Horses, cows and dogs 
have gone mad all over the county. A war 
has been inaugurated on all dogs. 
Last 
Saturday in M arshall the City Marshal 
was ordered to kill all canines that ran at 
large. The slaughter began and SDread to 
the country, and since Saturday m orning 
at least 500 dogs have been billed. 
The 
officers have orders to keep it up for a 
m onth, or until there are no more dogs to 
kill. 
At M alta Bend three people were bitten 
on Sunday afternoon. 
In 
the Brooks 
neighborhood two were bitten Monday, 
and three valuable cows and a horse have 
gone mad. 
In Marshall two people have 
died and two horses have been shot. 
In 
the southern part of the county two people 
were bitten on Saturday. 
At Ridge Prairie 
a mad steer ran-a-m uck through the vil­ 
lage, aud several people were severely in ­ 
jured before he was killed. 
It is understood that the same trouble is 
being experienced in Pettis county, near 
the Saline line. 


C A L IF O R N IA R A ISIN S. 


T h e F o r e ig n C rop D e clin in g —Sp ain N o 
L on ger a C om p etitor. 
Ch ic a g o , November 1 4 th .— A. B. Knapp, 
of Napa, Cal., says that all the raisin-grow- 
ers who have not signed contracts for this 
year's crop would m ake sm all fortunes. 
"T he crops of Malaga,” said he “ have 
fallen 
off in half a dozen years from 
1.900.000 to 700,000 boxes, and shipm ents to 
tbe U nited States have greatly declined. 
Spain is no loDger a competitor, and the re­ 
cent storm s in California have cut down 
the product by one-half. This shock struck 
the m arket after most of the Malaga crop 
had been disposed of. thus leaving a large 
deficiency hard to overcome. Prices will 
boom, and owners who have saved but a 
fractional part of their crop will realize as 
m uch as if tiiev had the entire crop to sail. 
Our State now" stands at the head of the 
line in producing raisins. California has 
not only conquered the American m arket, 
but is stretching out for the m arket ot the 
world.” 


M O N TA N A PO L IT IC S. 


T w o S ets o f O fficers in S ilv er B o w C ounty 
—F u n A h ea d . 
H e l e n a (Mont.), November 14th.—The 
election muddle in Silver Bow county is 
growing worse daily. Tuesday Judge "De­ 
Wolf retired from office, and McHatton, 
the Democrat who was elected by counting 
T u D n el Precinct, took the chair. H e also 
recognized as Sheriff of the county Sulli­ 
van, the Democratic oandidate, whose case 
was analogous to his own. 
Lloyd, who was the old Sheriff, and who 
was the Republican candidate at the last 
election and claims he was elected by the 
throw ing out of Tunnel Precinct, refused to 
surrender the keys of his office and the 
jail to Sullivan. 
To-day the habeas corpus cases of two 
men under indictm ent for dynam iting were 
called up by Judge M cHatton, but Lloyd 
refused to surrender the prisoners to Sulli­ 
van, who was directed to produce them ÍD 
Court. 
H am ilton, the contesting Judge, 
opened another Court and Lloyd brought 
the prisoners before him .

W h e n General Chipman, in his report 
to the State Board of Trade, spoke of the 
economic climate of California, he struck 
the key note of right proselyting for home- 
seekers. 
Our climate is an economic factor 
in the whole scheme of life in California, 
because under and by reason of it the earth 
is capable of yielding bounteously and 
variously, where under less favorable con­ 
ditions the effort to produce would be a 
constant struggle. 
When, therefore, a 
facetious advocate of the claims of this 
State declared that we sell climate and 
throw in the land, he expressed the exact 
truth. 
There is no sentiment in this mat­ 
ter of climate, hut cold and commercial 
fact—that is to say, onr lands are valuable 
because of the climate within whose influ­ 
ence they lie. 
Outside of that influence 
they would lose value because of the re­ 
duced capacity to produce under the min­ 
imum of human labor. 


A M e x ic a n nihilist has assassinated 
the Governor of a Mexican State. The 
assassin, in common with his kind, appears 
to have lost sight of the fact that blotting 
out Governors and Presidents accomplishes 
nothing, since others arise in their place. 
The extreme socialists and nihilists but 
embitter men against them by every act of 
violence to which they resort—they may 
become so bold that their deeds will work 
the withdrawal of toleration in their cases. 
The whole line of history teaches that 
such an outcome is possible. 
If the lead­ 
ers of these nihilistic gangs, who go about 
stabbing and bomb-throwing, have no bet­ 
ter methods in reserve for the promulga­ 
tion of their doctrines and the advance­ 
ment of what they term “reform,” they 
trust to ropes of sand, and cut from beneath 
them the very ground upon which society 
now permits them to stand. 


T h e Pan-American Congress has com 
pletedits tour of the country,and returned 
to Washington to enter upon the serious 
concerns which the delegates were ap­ 
pointed to consider. There is every reason 
to believe that the jaunting trip was a 
wise prelude. It brought the members 
into social communion that will go far 
toward harmonizing them in political, 
business and economic views. They have 
seen enough of the United States in their 
5,000 mile ride to fully appreciate the 
strength of the nation, and the desirabil­ 
ity of close friendly relations with it—in 
short, the trip has well prepared them for 
forwarding the greatest purpose of the 
loftiest statesmanship, the peace of the 
two continents, by the removal of the 
need for arming.

T h e news of the safety of Stanley is 
now of such a character that implicit re­ 
liance may be placed upon it. He is 
within a month’s march of Zanzibar set­ 
tlements, and hence within the lines of 
safety, comparatively. It will remain a 
puzzling question until after Stanley shall 
have arrived and reported why his pro­ 
gress from Albert Nyanza has been so 
slow. The distance is not such as to in­ 
volve the great time he has occupied, even 
at slowest marching. 
It is to be feared, 
therefore, that his force has been afflicted 
by sickness, and that he has encountered 
unusual difficulty in his negotiations with 
unfriendly tribes. 


T h e Greek Pope in Hungary who 
flourished a dagger in the pulpit and cried 
out for the extermination of the Jews will 
not by sensible Christians be considered 
the friend of their religion. 
When Chris­ 
tianity demands that the sword be taken 
up against those who do not believe with 
it, the time will have come for detestation 
of Christianity. The Great Teacher never 
armed His disciples or sought to influence 
His followers to Heeds of violence. The 
Greek priest is of the rack-and-thumb-screw 
order of Christians whose day we sup­ 
posed had forever passed away. 


Ol'R San Francisco contemporaries have

It is not 
unreasonable for us to have clarify for all; we 
can afford it. since we work for the good of our 
country and of all mankind. 
Our lidtlity to all that is pure and elevating, 
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to the best elements of man and woman, to the 
children who are to come In our places, to the 
country whose Hag is the "red, white aud Dine” 
—the 
world reDowned 
and 
everywhere-re­ 
spected stars and stripes—is as lasting as the 
adam antine rock and as unchangeable as time 
itself. 
We shall persevere, with temperance, forti­ 
tude, prudence and justice written in bold aud 
never-fading letters on our banner, till preju­ 
dice, the offspring of ignorance, is dead aud 
buried, and even to the eve ol the last day our 
chotus shall be, "For justice all place is a tem­ 
ple and all season is summer.” 
The farmer, of all men, should be the kindest 
and best cultivated 
There is nothing in plow­ 
ing the fields, in tending the flocks, in looking 
on the sunny slopes covered with roses, violets 
aud dasies to make men degraded or hard­ 
hearted. 
Any man who has a home aud loves it and its 
occupants, is ready to work lor all the happiness 
earth can give. And the pertume of flower- 
bedecked fields encourages to greater effort, as 
well as lightens the toil aud the heart of the 
toiler. And, d eaO rothers and sisters of the 
National Grange, now that the kind word lias, I 
hope, been fitly spoken, let us join in the prayer 
that when the labors and pleasures of this ses­ 
sion have gone into biitory, and we take you by 
the hand, giving and receiving, in some cases 
for the last time, the Patrou's grip, and with 
faltering tongue, quivering lip and tear-swollen 
eye attem pt to say "Heaven’s richest blessings 
on yon, good-by,” then may we also be able to 
say. and to say truthfully, each to the other, 
"Well done.” Thus may our welcome be, and 
become your well done. 
• 
Aud so long as the ivy hugs the oak or the sea 
skirts the shore, we promise fealty to the Na­ 
tional GraDge and to the Order of Patrons of 
Husbandry. 
F. H. Brigham, Grand Master of the Na­ 
tional Grange, called npon Mortimer White­ 
head, of New Jersey, the Lecturer of the 
National GraDge, to respond to the elo­ 
quent words of welcome by the Master of 
the State GraDge. 
Mr. Whitehead is an eloquent gentleman, 
and his address was full of beautiful pas­ 
sages, and he was frequently interrspted 
with applause. He said he came from New 
Jersey, where the broad Atlantic washes its 
eastern shores, to the grand State of Cali­ 
fornia, whose western shores are washed 
by the peaceful Pacific. The words of wel­ 
come to the members of the National 
Grange seemed unnecessary, for they did 
not feel like strangers. The sons of all the 
8tates in the Union came here years ago 
and assisted in building np this great and 
proud State of California, therefore we all 
feel a deep interest in this commonwealth, 
and feel that we are not strangers. 
He 
said: “ We on the Atlantic shores, like 
yourselves, cultivate fruits. 
We have our 
m n n ’ains and hills, our valleys and plains, 
where dwell millions of happy hnsband- 
men. 
When we landed in California we 
felt that your Golden State itself extended 
us a welcome, and one touch of the grip ot 
the Granger makes the whole akin. 
"One month ago the Knights Templar 
from every 8tate in the Union met in the 
city of Washington. None made so fine an 
appearance or received bo generous an ova­ 
tion as those from California. They came 
under the banner of the Cross, represent­ 
ing the Crusaders of old. They met at the 
National Capitol, they greeted and they 
parted. 
“Just so wehave gathered in the beautiful 
Capital City of California under the name 
of the farmer, under the banner of Ceres. 
We come as the representatives of a great 
army, an army of peace, but whose victo­ 
ries are greater thau those of war. 
We are 
building np its manufactories, building up 
its every institution that is in the best in­ 
terests of our country. The Granger has a 
great and broad field of labor. We work 
not only for the good of our Order, but for 
our country and mankind. 
We are edu­ 
cating the farmer to save for wife and home 
a part of our harvest yield. 
One of the 
grandest features of the Grange is educa­ 
tion. Knowledge is power, it always has 
been, and always will be as much for the 
farmer as for those in other vocations of 
life. He has rniud and muscle, brains and 
lands, and it pays him to cultivate one an 
well as the other. 
In the past some one 
else had the brains and the farmer had the 
muscle, and were called the horny-handed 
sons of toil, 
“We are not a political party. 
Politics 
nor partisanship discussions are not al­ 
lowed within our Order, yet we are edu­ 
cating the electors of this great common­ 
wealth so they can better use the elective 
franchise, and all over this broad land we 
are makiDg better Democrats and better 
Republicans. The ballot in the haDds of 
an illiterate man is as dangerous as a guu 
in the hands of a child. 
“In the Grange one receives an education 
that enables him to cast an intelligent bal­ 
lot for the good of his family, his class and 
his county. 
"We desire to impress upon the member­ 
ship the importance of seeiDg that none 
bat honest men, and those only who will 
uphold our best interests are elevated to 
office ; inside of our party if we can, out­ 
side of our party if we must. 
"At least fifty members of the next Con­ 
gress owe their election to the discrimin­ 
ating vote of the intelligent Granger. 
We 
are plowing, sowing and reaping all over 
this broad land. 
“ We, as Grangers, are opposed to aliens 
owning lands in this country. A man who 
does not swear allegiance to the stars and 
stripes should not be permitted to own any 
of our broad and fertile acres. 
We are 
unalterably opposed to alien landlordism. 
We are in favor of putting up the bars 
against indiscriminate foreign immigration. 
We do not want the paupers of Europe. 
Let us put a little tariff upon the importa­ 
tion of this kind of raw material. 
If tbej 
commence to throw their bombs and incite 
mobs then we will have a fund to draw 
from of their own creation and will not 
have to call upon our tax-payers for a con­ 
tribution to suppress them. YVe are in favor 
of a revision of the naturalization laws of our 
country which now places the ballot in the 
bands of the foreigner before he can speak 
our language and they are driven to the 
polls like so many cattle and vote grievous 
burdens on you and I. 
Let them stay in 
our country twenty-one years, as you and I 
did, and as our boys must do, and by that 
time we will have educated all the Com­ 
munisms, socialism and deviltry out of 
them before they are able to vote. 
"Faith, hope and charity are corner stones 
of the teachings of the Grange, and temper­ 
ance one of the chief lessons taught. The 
teachings of the Grange all have a tendency 
to make us better to ourselves, our families, 
our neighbors, our country and onr God. 
We labor only for those things that build 
up and make onr country great.” 
In the absence of Governor Waterman, 
Marcus D. Boruck was called upon by Mr. 
Johnston for an address. 
Mr. Boruck said he regretted the fact that 
the Governor was not present to welcome 
the National GraDge to California. The 
chief executive, he said, had important 
duties in another portion of the State, and 
was unavoidably absent. After extending 
to the visiting Grangers a welcome to the 
hospitalities of California, the speaker gave 
an interesting history of the origin and 
growth of the Order of Patrons of Hus­ 
bandry in the United States. 
Grand Master Brigham then called upon 
Governor Luce of Michigan to respond. 
Governor Luce is a man apparently about 
60 years of age, hale, beartv, well preserved, 
and a fluent and eloquent sneaker. 
Lack 
of space prevents giving his remarks in 
full, which were patriotic, full of wit and 
humor, which were frequently interrupted 
with rounds of applause. 
He said agricult­ 
ure was the basis and foundation of the 
prosperity of the American Union. 
It is 
the basis of every other interest of the 
country. 
It is only a few years since the city of 
Chicago w as 
burned. 
Iron and stone 
buildings burned dow n—melted in a fire 
hotter than that w hich we are prom ised in 
purgatory. 
Ruin, ruin wa3 on every hand 
and everyw here. 
He had visited it many 
times siDce, and the great city is bu ilt np 
stronger, grander, 
more beautiful than 
before, on the profits of the farmers' pigs 
and corn. 
We must give agriculture the first place 
in all our varied industries. The product 
of the farm whitens the oceans of com­ 
merce; it gives us the balance of trade, and 
directly and indirectly gives employment 
to one-half of our population. The Grange 
impresses upon the farmer the necessity of 
becoming educated, to pnt themselves in 
position to do the best he can for all the 
people. The farmers should be the most 
intelligent people of the nation. 
The lawyer studies Coke, Blackstone, 
and dozens of legal writers and becomes 
learned in legal ethics. The doctor has 
books giving the research of physicians 
and surgeons who have lived for a thou­ 
sand years, but the farmer has no prece­ 
dent. He cannot tell how many bushels 
of wheat he can raise next season, nor how 
much it will cost him. 
The speaker spoke of the relations of 
labor, capital arid corporations, and said 
the object of the Grange was to ameliorate 
the condition of the farmer and to correct 
ail the evils from which he suffered. 
He 
ciosed by payiDg a high tribute to the State 
Grange and the citizens of Sacramento for 
the hospitality extended to the members of 
the National Grange. 
Wm. Johnston next called upon Hon. 
C. 
X. Fox, ODe of the Supreme Judges, who 
dedvered a short address. He said the 
Judges of the Supreme Court were grateful 
for the privilege of meeting the representa­ 
tives lrom all sections of onr common 
country, vast in extent, uneqnaled in re ­ 
sources, exahed in the intelligence of its 
people and glorious in the strength of its 
unity. He hoped the time is close at hand, 
and that it had already arrived, when we 
^ h era ld hear no more of the blue aná the 
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gray, and that the people had come to re­ 
alize that we are one people, and that the 
glory of onr people is in the fact that we 
are one in the strength of onr Union. We 
are divided into political subdivisions such 
as States, Territories, counties, municipali­ 
ties, townships, and parishes only for the 
convenience of government. As we speak 
of our State we speak of but one country, 
the American Union,and we kno w of but one 
flag—the banner of onr common country, 
which has forty-two stars held there by the 
intelligence of the American people. Their 
numbers have never diminished, have 
constantly increased, and others are reach­ 
ing out and coming up asking that they 
too may be represented by a star which, 
when placed in the field of blue, will re­ 
main as firm as the stars of heaven. The 
last political act in the State of my birth 
was to help nominate a lawyer for Gov­ 
ernor of Michigan. YVe were all proud of 
that Governor. 
I am happy to-day to find 
as his successor a granger who can out­ 
talk Aiphens Felch the best day he ever 
saw in his life. 
The grangers are making many of the 
laws of the country. Their influence in 
the halls of legislation is greater than you 
dream of. The speaker closed with a high 
tribute to the Grange and the great good it 
had accomplished. 
Grand Master Brigham called on Hon. 
J. J. YVoodman, Past Master of the National 
Grange, to replv. 
Mr.Woodman said ne was unprepared to 
make a speech aud it was always his for­ 
tune or misfortune to fall in the shadows 
of great men. He said some years ago in 
one of the YVestern 6tatea a man was 
nominated for Governor because of hi* 
honesty, executive ability and his strict 
business 
principles. 
Unfortunately the 
candidate was no speaker and could not 
make a speech. When the speakers started 
out on their canvass they insisted on his 
accompanying them. 
He objected and 
only consented 
on being assured 
that 
he would not be called upon for a speech. 
They only wanted his presence on the 
platform. After they had been traveling a 
few days they struck a town in the central 
part of tha State where there was a grand 
whoop-up. After the speakers had finished 
there were lond calls for the candidate for 
Governor and he was compelled to come 
forward. H e bowed his acknowledgments 
and tried to excuse himself, telling the 
crowd that he could not make a speech. 
The people insisted, and he made the firs' 
effort of his life. After he closed a tall 
man with grizzly beard all over his face 
mounted the platform and shaking the 
candidate for Governor by the hand said : 
"You are an houest man and I will vote 
for you. 
You said you couldn’t make a 
speech and yon made the gol darndest fizzle 
of it I ever heard in my life.” 
The speaker was full’ of humor and sta­ 
tistics, and his remarks were well received. 
He said the great object of the Grange was 
to educate and 
elevate the American 
farmer; to make the daily lives of the men 
and women nobler and holier, and truer 
and happier; to make the daily labors of 
life something more than routine; to pre­ 
vent family jars and dissensions; to avoid 
neighborhood quarrels, aDd suppress liti­ 
gation, so far as possible. For six years he 
was Grand Master of the Grange of the 
State of Michigan, and during all that time 
not a single lawsuit occurred between the 
members of the Order. 
YVe are working 
for the benefit of mankind; we have secrets, 
it is true, but they are such that do not in­ 
terfere with one’s faith, and such as can be 
kept by the finest lady in the land; we have a 
"billy” goat that is fat and sleek, and is kept 
on the best provender in the land, and your 
wives and daughters can ride him with 
perfect safety. Our "greasy pole” is biggest 
at the top, but over a million of our people 
have climbed it with ease, and those who 
have leached its summit have looked overa 
field of busy workers, whose aim is to in­ 
crease the happiness and prosperity of 
mankind. 
YVe urge and endeavor to inculcate the 
principles that as sovereigns we should 
know 110 superiors. 
YY'e advocate putting 
down bribery, corruption and trickery, and 
see that none but honest men and those 
who will stand by our industries shall be 
elevated to places ol trust. 
In concluding, the speaker said that some 
years ago a commercial man stopped over 
night in a YY’estern town. 
It happened that 
a great evangelist was holding lorth in one 
of the largest churches, aud the drummer 
dropped in to hear the eminent divine. He 
was shown to a pew in the center of the 
church. Being quite tired, he soon fell 
asleep. 
After an eloquent peroration the 
evangelist asked all who desired to go to 
heaven to arise. The entire congregation 
arose except the drnmmer, who, although 
sitting perfectly erect, was sound asleep. 
YVhen all were seated the minister said all 
who desire to go to hell will please rise. 
Just as the last three words were being 
spoken the man sitting next the drummer 
gave the latter a hunch. The drummer 
immediately arose. The older folks in the 
congregation were dumfotinded, while the 
younger ones giggled. The commercial 
man looked about him somewhat confused, 
and then addressing the evangelist, who 
was standing in the pulpit, said: "Parson, 
I don’t know what we are votine upon, but 
whatever it is it seems that you and I are 
in a hopeless minority.” 
He said he was happy to state that the 
Patrons of Husbandry were not in a hope­ 
less minority, but in a booming majority. 
The Sacramento Quartet rendered a fine 
selection which was followed by the Na­ 
tional Grange Quartet, who sang the song 
and chorus, "Tfte Hand that Holds the 
Plow.” 
Sister Roach, of Watsonville, read a 
poeni written by S. Booth, of San Fran­ 
cisco, entitled the "Grangers’ YVelcome.” 
The lady is a fine elocutionist, and waa 
warmly applauded. 
J. C. Steele, the Grand Lecturer, and 
others made short addresses. 
The following members of Califia Parlor 
of Native Daughters presented the mem­ 
bers of the National Grange with bouquets 
of flowers: Mrs. Frankie Greer, Miss Jessie 
Leonard, Mrs. Leake, Mrs. Grunsky, Mrs.

T he Board of Police Commissioners re­ 
sum ed the inquiry into the alleged m iscon­ 
duct of policemen Cunningham and H arris 
yesterday morning. 
City A ttorney Church called officer F ar­ 
rell to testify in regard to an alleged act of 
m isconduct on the part of officer H arris, 
concerning a m oney transaction. T he w it­ 
ness testified that about two weeks ago offi­ 
cer Harvey left w ith him, as officer of the 
jail, an envelope containing some m oney 
to be kept until he should call for it. 
[The 
envelope was produced before the Commis­ 
sion.] 
Officer Harvey was then called by the 
prosecution and testified th at on the 29th of 
October officer H arris asked him to go to a 
certain house on L street, that a m an had 
been swindled in getting change for some 
gold, and he wished to investigate th e m at­ 
ter. Am ong other places visited, was one 
occupied by two women known as “Bru­ 
nette” and “B iondinette." 
The women 
were preparing to move, and H arris sug­ 
gested they had better treat, and they 
opened a bottle of wine. There were two 
purses in the room with m oney in them , 
and officer H arris took the m oney out of 
them and expressed surprise at their con­ 
tents. T his was while the women were 
out of the room. H arris asked witness if he 
thought the women knew how m uch money 
there was in the purse. 
After leaving the 
place H arris asked witness if the latter 
could change a $5-piece, and remarked: 
“T hat was pretty good, a bottle of wine 
and a $5-piece.” 
A t T hird and K streets 
H arris went into a saloon, and on coming 
out gave witness $2 50, which he (Harvey) 
gave to officer Farrell in an envelope, to be 
held subject to witness’ order. 
Mayor Gregory asked witness w hat his 
object was in putting the m oney away, and 
witness replied that he had heard women 
say that H arris had asked for money, and 
wished to protect him self if any trouble 
arose over the m atter. 
H e reported the 
m atter to Judge Buckley, who indorsed 
his action. 
Chief Lee said he had not heard of the 
transaction until yesterday. 
To Mr. Jones, witness said that Madame 
Gaston had told him that H arris had asked 
for $50 down and $25 per m onth. 
It was 
after Langlois had been arrested, but be­ 
fore his trial. 
W itness said a colored 
woman told him H arris had received $35 
for not arresting a m an named Bailey. 
These were the only cases he had heard of 
regarding H arris getting any money. 
W itness was cross-examined at length 
concerning the purse incident on the 29th 
of October, and said he did not see H arris 
take any m oney from the purses. 
H arris 
told the woman, on her return, to count 
the m oney in her purse. 8he counted the 
money in the one th at contained gold, and 
said the am ount was correct. H arris told 
her she was very foolish to leave her money 
in the room, as some one m ight have come 
in and stole it. W itness did not remember 
complaining to H arris that he was hard 
up, but m ight have done so. 
H e did, how­ 
ever, say he had found a dollar on the floor 
in a certain house, and the woman said it 
was not hers, and for witness to keep it. 
H e denied having asked H arris for a loan 
of $2 50, and did not understand why it 
was given to him , but had previously told 
H arris he needed money. 
H e was asked why, as an officer, he did 
not go back and ask the woman if she had 
lost any money, if his suspicions had been 
aroused as to H arris’ honesty, and witness 
replied that he had not up to that tim e given 
the m atter m uch thought. 
H e believed he 
had made a m istake in not reporting the 
circumstances. 
He 
had no 
ill-feeling 
against officer H arris, and could not say 
the l«'*v had done anything wrong. 
Mr. Jones asked witness some questions 
touching his own actions as an officer, but 
they were ruled out. 
W itness said he did 
tell officer H arris that he did not believe 
the charges against the latter, and that he 
(the witness) would not believe under oath 
any of the women who had m ade them . 
At 12 o’clock a recess was taken till 1:30 
P . M. 
On reassembling the defense called N. E. 
W hite, who testified that he was present at 
the police station a little over a week ago 
when officer Cunningham brought in Lou 
M orrison, a colored girl, for appearing on 
the streets in m en’s clothes. The offi er 
told the night w atchm an to lock her up, but 
that finally at the solicitation of witness 
and officers Higgins and Rider, the girl was 
finally allowed to depart on the promise 
that she would not again com m it the 
offense. The 
girl 
was detained about 
three-quarters of an hour. 
Officers Higgins and Rider testified to the 
same facts. 
Lou Morrison was called for the defense, 
and testified to the facts concerning her ar­ 
rest by officer Cunningham on the night in 
question. She said the officer took her to 
the Station-hoose and did not stop on the 
way. The officer did not ask nor receive 
any m oney from her or anyone else to let 
her go, and she had never told anybody 
that he did. 
Mr. Jones here called upon the represent­ 
ative of the Bee to give the nam e of the 
person referred to in that paper as having 
been reported to have paid officer C unning­ 
ham to release the girl from arrest. 
The reporter who had procured the m at­ 
ter for publication was not present, and 
Mr. Jones’ request could not be complied 
w ith. 
Officer Cunningham was next called and 
exam ined in regard to his career as police­ 
m an. 
H e and officer H arris, having ad­ 
joining beats, were in the habit of patrolling 
them both together. 
H e had never re­ 
ceived a penny from any person to shield 
them from arrest, and did not know of offi­ 
cer H arris having done so. T he witness 
then related the facts concerning the arrest 
of Lou Morrison. No person had inter­ 
ceded for her on the way, and the person 
alleged to have paid the witness m oney to 
let the girl go was not then in the city. 
Mr. Cunningham then related the cir­ 
cumstances regarding the arrest and prose­ 
cution of certain men living in houses of 
ill-fam e on L street. He and officer H arris 
made the arrests in compliance with a gen­ 
eral order issued by the Chief of Police. 
The men were never asked for bribes. 
W itness and officer H arris visited the Gas­ 
ton domicile, and learning from the pro­ 
prietress the character of her house, in 
formed the inm ates that they m ust leave 
the city. 
Madame Gaston told him of her 
intim ate relations with Gaston. Chief Lee 
told witness (before the publication of the 
charges) that there had been rum ors of 
policemen receiving m oney from L street 
wom en, and instructed the witness to in ­ 
vestigate the m atter. 
H e did so, and 
M adame Gaston told him that som e officer 
had asked her for money, but refused to 
tell witness who it was, or even to describe 
him . She then told witness that officer 
H arris had not entered the room of one of 
her girls, but had tried to. W itness denied 
having ever been intim ate with two certain 
wom en whose names had been m entioned 
in connection with his. These women had 
testified against Langlois, and th e French­ 
wom en abused them in consequence. 
He 
reported the m atter to the Chief of Police, 
and the latter instructed him to see that 
they were protected, and he did so. 
W itness said th at Lizzie Belm ont was 
very bitter against him because he had 
been instrum ental in having her male as­ 
sociate driven out of the city. She had 
told persons that she would get him off the 
police force. 
H e adm itted telling her, 
after the publication of her statem ent con­ 
cerning him , th at he would drive her out 
of the city. 
_ . . _ , 
Salina Dunbar testified that Lizzie Bel­ 
m ont told her that she would “fix' officer 
Cunningham . W itness was at the alleged 
“ party” on the night of Langlois’ convic­ 
tion, and officers Cunningham and H arris 
were not present. The nam e of neither 
of these officers was mentioned there. She 
had never paid officer H arris a cent to 
avoid arrest. On one occasion she called 
him in to eject a drunken man, and offered 
him $2 50 for his trouble, but he declined 
it.say in g that the city paid him . Once 
sirce then she offered him m oney to get 
some cigars, and he replied very angrily 
th at she m ust not again offer him money, 
or he would y re st her. Officer H arris had 
been very severe with witness and other 
women on L street, and some of them had 
told witness they had offered him money, 
but that he had refused. Officer H arris 
had arrested witness for leaving her door 
open, but she begged so hard that he did 
not take her to jail, but said he would if 
she did so again. 
J. B. Harris, of the Bee, was called and 
asked if he wrote the article referring to 
officer C unningham 's arrest of Lou M orri­ 
son. 
The w itn e ss d e c lin e d to answer, o n th e 


ground th at it was against the rules of 
the office for any employe to divulge the 
authorship of any article. 
_ 
Some debate followed o v er the adm issi­ 
bility of the question, Mr. Jones arguing 
that, inasm uch as the only charges made 
against the officers were those contained in 
the Bee, the defense had a right to inquire 
into its sources of inform ation. 
The objection was sustained, and Mr. 
Jones then requested the witness to state to 
the Commission who it was that said officer 
Cunningham had received a bribe to release 
Lou M orrison from arrest. 
The witness replied that his inform ant 
was Lizzie Belmont. 
Mr. Jones—“ Did any other woman tell 
you the sam e?” 
W itness—“Yes; M adame Gaston.” 
In reply to another question, witness said 
the women did not claim to have seen the 
money paid. 
Lottie Brown, a Second-street resident, 
testified that she never knew of any women 
paying officers Cunningham and H arris 
money. 
She was another guest at the 
“jubilee” at Blondinette's house on the 
night of Langlois’ conviction, but officers 
H arris and Cunningham were not present. 
W itness is a sister of Kittie Crowley, whom 
officer H arris arrested 
and prosecuted. 
Both he and Cunningham were very severe 
on the women, and the latter had no reasoa 
to favor them in any way. 
May W arren testified that the two officers 
named were very strict. She had never 
paid them any money, nor had thev asked 
for any. One m orning she heard Lizzie 
Belm ont rem ark that she would “fix” offi­ 
cer Cunningham . 
Manuel Dubois testified to Lizzie Bel­ 
mont having told him that sh« would “fix” 
Mr. Cunningham for not having locked up 
Lou Morrison. Sha was angry at the offi­ 
cer. 
W itness said he had never paid Cun­ 
ningham or H arris any m oney, nor heard 
of any person doing so. 
Jennie Lambert, one of the 
L-street 
women, said that officers Cunningham and 
H arris were very strict with them . Once 
officer H arris went after a man who had 
struck her in the face, and for his kindness 
she offered him $3, but he refused it, say­ 
ing that he was paid by the city for what 
he did. 
Miss “B lanche,” a Frenchwom an, testi­ 
fied to being a resident of rue de L, and 
knew officer H arris. She had offered him 
money and he refused it. The officer had 
called on her and explained the ordinance 
relative to the keeping of doors closed. 
The officer had not been to her house 
since. She was just from Leadville. Col., 
where it was the custom to fee the officers. 
The license was $5 a m onth, and she sup­ 
posed a sim ilar rule prevailed here. 
Frank Voulart, proprietor of the saloon 
at Second and L streets (where the alleged 
wine party was held), said that officers 
Harris and Cunningham were not among 
the guests on the evening of the Langlois 
conviction. 
Frank Bailey was called, and denied hav­ 
ing told Lizzie Belm ont that he saved him ­ 
self from arrest by paying money to officer 
H arris. She told him that if she thought 
officer H arris would have taken money to 
let her “ m an” alone, she w ouldn’t m ind 
having paid him . 
To Mayor Gregory the witness adm itted 
that the woman he lived w ith was not his 
wife. Being asked if he thought him self a 
reputable citizen, witness replied that he 
did. 
Mayor Gregory—“There is a difference of 
opinion between 
the President of the 
Board and the witness.” 
Mrs. H arris, the wife of officer Harris, 
was placed on the stand by the prosecution 
and asked if she was willing to testify 
against her husband, and she replied that 
she was. 
Mr. Jones raised the point that the w it­ 
ness could not legally testify if her hus­ 
band objected to her doing so, but the lat­ 
ter withdrew his objection. 
The witness said her husband had told 
her that he would rather be on that beat 
[down town] than any other, as there was 
always m oney to be made on it. She ad­ 
m itted that he had never said he received 
any money there. 
It was about two weeks 
ago that he m ade the rem ark. H e said the 
beat was a hard one, but there was a better 
chance to m ake money there than else­ 
where—that was all. She denied having 
said that she would perjure herself, if 
necessary, in order to throw her husband 
off the force. 
The woman known as “B runette” was 
next called and testified concerning the 
purse affair in her house to which officer 
Harvey had alluded. She said that officer 
H arris returned the purse to her with every 
cent that she left in it, and received none 
of it. 
A t 5 o’clock p. m . the Board adjourned 
until 10:30 a . m . to-day.

At yesterdav m orning’s session of the 
National Grange C. J . Cressy of San Jose, 
by unanim ous consent, spoke concerning 
the National Grange excursions to be given 
after the close of the session, urging them 
to give the Californians inform ation as 
early as possible as to tim e when the ses­ 
sion would adjourn, so that the Patrons in 
the different parts of the State who are pre­ 
paring for the reception of our Eastern 
guests m ay know at w hat tim e to expect 
their presence. The speaker cordially re­ 
m arked that the Patrons of California de­ 
sired to receive their guests at their own 
homes to show them their stock, their 
larrns, products, and to give them as reliable 
infornation as possible of the real agricult­ 
ural resources of our golden State. 
Upon the roll-call of States a prospective 
large am ount of business was presented for 
the consideration of the body during the 
session. 
The reports of the Masters of the different 
State Granges was continued from the 
previous day. The report of Illinois was a 
very interesting one, and showed how the 
num ber of Granges in that State had been 
increased by active house to house can­ 
vassing. 
The report of Ohio m ade a fine showing 
for that State, a large num ber of Granges 
having been organized. 
T he report of the Pennsylvania State 
Grange showed a most prosperous condi­ 
tion of affairs. T hat Grange had paid in 
fees for charters $400 during the year, and 
a total am ount of $1,147 45 to the National 
Grange. It had prevented the repeal of 
the oleomargarine law. but failed to carry 
the Dressed Meat Act, although they should 
try it again. 
The co operation business 
had proved most beneficial. 
The Grange 
inspection service, although not long in 
use, worked well. 
They had expended 
over $5,000 dnriDg the year in the interests 
of the Order. The State Grange had started 
with a debt of $13,000, and their Patrons 
had come forward and put their names 
down for sums enough to cover it all, and 
in five years the entire debt was paid off. 
T he W illiam s’ Grove interstate picnics had 
been of great benefit in increasing their 
m em bership and awakening an interest in 
the Order. 
After some discussion, a motion to ad­ 
journ the session finally next W ednesday 
evening was made and carried. 
A telegram was read from the Farm ers’ 
National 
Congress, 
Montgomery, 
Ala., 
offering greeting and congratulations, and 
a response was ordered. 
A n invitation from the State M ining 
Bureau was received and referred to the 
E ntertainm ent Committee, as the proper 
parties to state when it could be accepted. 
A t the evening session of the Grange the 
reading of the annual reports of Masters 
was concluded. The report of the Chap­ 
lain, A. J. Rose, of Texas, was also read. 
The Executive Committee presented their 
report, which was read and action thereon 
deferred. This report, which covers many 
pages of foolscap, deals w ith the tare on 
cotton bagging, which the Grange has been 
endeavoring to have reduced from six per 
cent, to four per cent. 
The correspondence that has passed be­ 
tween the committee and the various for­ 
eign exchanges in regard to the m atter, is 
included in the report. The committee be­ 
lieve that a reduction will be made in the 
tare. The report concludes with a finan­ 
cial statem ent, which shows that the Grange 
is in a very flourishing condition. 
The session closed to m eet at 2 p. m . to­ 
day. This long adjournm ent was taken in 
order to give the various committees time 
to perform their work, and also for the 
further purpose of allowing the delegates 
to visit the A rt Gallery.

M artin B. W ard ell took a sim ilar oath 
ab o u t som e applications for natu ralizatio n 
th a t h ad been m ad e here recently, objec­ 
tio n being m ad e to th e adm ission of the 
persons accepting th e faith in polygam y 
an d ad h erin g to th e o th er M orm on tenets. 
T o-day was set by th e C ourt to h ear the 
qu estion.

A ndrew Cahoon sw ore to th e sam e obli­ 
gations, an d said h e took the o ath th a t the 
h ig h est allegiance was to th e M orm on 
C hurch, and th a t polygam y w as com ­ 
m anded of God, and all m ust in d o rse it or 
be dam ned.
